PURSUIT NOW AT STANDSTILL 



Washington, April 24. --Behind 
the formal announcement to-day 
that President Wilson had approved 
a plan for redlsposition Of the Amer- 
ican troops in Mexico, there was a 
plain intimation I hat the Washing- 
ton Oovemment had determined to 
maintain a military status quo be- 
yond the border until the Mexican 
de facto Government lias demon- 
strated its ability to capture or 
crush Villa and big adherents and 
prevent repetitions of the Columbus 
raid. 

In the Interim it is understood 
the American troops "ill be so 
placed as to safeguard the border 
towns by virtually policing the area 
south of the line, where On, Car- 
ranza has been heretofore unable to 
check bandit operations. 

Secretary Baker announced the 
approval of the ^disposition plan 
after consulting with the President, 
over ■ joint report fuibmitted by 
Mttj. (!en. Funston and Maj. (!en. 
Scott, Chief of Staff, in conference 
on the border. The plan was pro- 
posed zy C.en. Funston and concur- 
red in by Gen. Scott. The Secretary 
announced the Administration's de- 
cision as follows: 

"Gen. Funston has recommended 
a redlsposition of the forces in Mex- 
ico for the purpose of recuperation 
and pending opportunities for fur- 
ther co-operution with the forces of 
the de facto Government of Mexico. 
The recommendation lias been ap- 
proved and its execution left to his 
discretion." 

Later the Secretary dictated the 
following: 

"The statement I have made indi- 
cate* nothing whatever on the sub- 
jei " of when the American troops 
will be withdrawn from Mexico. The 
whole subject of withdrawal of the 
forces is under arrangement and ne- 
goti^'on by the State Department." 

Mr. Baker declined to say wheth- 
er DOB. Funston's recommendation 
included his previous suggestions 
that the bord«! base be shifted from 
ColUmtHM, N. M.i to Presidio, T. I , 
or some other point to the east of 
Columbus in order to shorten the 
line of communication lie stated 
positively, however, that no addi- 
tional regiments had hssa ordered 
to the border and that no such or- 
der was In contemplation. The Sec- 
retary made it clear also that mili- 
tary officials of the Government 
were not considering the question of 
withdrawal from Mexico, that mat- 
ter being wholly in the hands of the 
State Department. 

It was announced that Gen. Scott 
had completed Ills mission to the 
border anil would return to Wash- 
ington in a few days.

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Frankfort, Ky., April 22.— After 
spending a year in prison for a 
crime to which another man confess- 
ed, Jesse Miller, of Brsetkitt county, 
was pardoned to-day by Gov. Stan- 
ley. 

Isaac Miller, father of the pris- 
oner, had a controversy with Am- 
brose Fugnte and Arthur Itoberts at 
a mill near the Miller home and left 
to go to his house. Jesse Miller 
was at home and Fugate and Rob- 
erts followed (MM Miller. operlr.g 
with a fusillade of shots at the 
dwelling. 

The Millers replied with rifle „ and 
Fugate fell dead with a bullet hole 
in the back of his head and powder 
marks around the wound. The bul- 
let which killed Fug.ate was lost 
until nftor Miller had been convict- 
ed. Later it was discovered thai he 
was killed With I "2-caliber r rol- 

ver bullet and a itorekeepor testified 
that Roberts, pvtpviourly acquitted 
of the crime, had bought such bul- 
lets from him shortly before the 
shooting. 

A few months later Roberts kill- 
ed hi? brother-in-law and was sent 
to prison and paroled, dying soon 
after gaining his freedom. His fnth- 
er said that on his death bed his son 
confessed that he had SSetdeutslly 
killed Fugate while shooting at the 
Millers.

[Through the courtesy of the edi- 
tor of the American Magazine The 
Herald is able to publish for t/ie 
pleasure of its readers a sketch of 
their native State, written by one of 
Kentucky's famous sons. It is one 
of a series of articles on "The Olory 
of the States," which The American 
Magazine Is running.] 

(By Irvin S. Cobb.) 
The State of Kentucky Is shaped 
like a camel lying down. The straw 
thai broke the camel's back was the 
first time the State went Republican. 
That was in tho aim lies, and to the 
COBS manlt7 at large the shock was 
so profound that several gentlemen 
of the old school frr a time thought 
seriously of taking their letters out 
of toe church. Since then the same 
thing has happened so frequently 
:hat the sight of a Kentucky Repub- 
lican holding a State otnee no longer 
shakes a conservative's belief In the 
existence of an All-Wise Bower; and 
the etnaeKl back Is Retting used to 
the sensation of being broken. It 
underwent a severe strain no longer 
ago than last November. 

The eastern end of the State is 
the mountainous or perpendicular 
end. Here, from the beginning of 
things, until comparatively recently, 
resided the congential feudist and the 
incurable moonshinist. The latter 
still exercises his hereditary calling 
In a cave on a creek up a cove, with 
a measure of corn to feed his still 
and a mossy place under a tree for 
the enatOBMl to He down on after- 
ward: but the gentle bushwhacker 
has almost vanished. Either be is 
taking a post-graduate course in 
chair bottoms at the Frankfort pen- 
itentiary, or he has been fatally for- 
ty-foured and now sleeps in the fam- 
ily burying ground on the slant of 
the Cumberland hills, with his still- 
hooted toes sticking up at the lower 
end of the mound to save cost of 
foot stones. In his place, that hap- 
py child of optimism, the Kastern 
capitalist, is boring for oil and delv- 
ing for coal and hacking for hard 
wood, and meanwhile dreams sweet 
dreams of eighty per cent dividends. 

Somewhat nor' by nor'-east of the 
geographical center of the Common- 
wealth, about where the camel 
would wear his fourth stomach, is 
the Blue Grass country. While in 
the company of Kentuckians you 
may have heard the Blue Grass 
country mentioned. The native son 
has a little way of speaking of it cas- 
ually In conversation. You gather 
that he is not exactly ashamed of 
having hailed from that particular 
locality. He may refer to It as God's 
country. 1'iidoubtcdly, it is. Its 
conformation Is heaven-sent; its pol- 
ities come from the Other Place. 
From time to time this district pro- 
duces a man who would rather be 
right than President. See published | 
lives of Henry Clay and John C. 
Hreckenridge. 

Moving along farther westward, 
you come to the Beargrass. where 
Louisville, the metropolis of the 
State, proudly stands with a halo of 
soft coal smoke wreathing her brow 
und millions of silently dropped 
lower-case r's piled about her high- 
arched insteps; then, in turn, to the 
Barrens, to the i'ennyrlle, and final- 
ly to the Purchase, laving Its toes 
in the Father of Waters, and once in 
a while, when Father gets rampa- 
geous, climbing up on stilts to avoid 
haviug its Adam's apple laved, too. 

In the western portion of the State 
Is to be found Mammoth Cave, the 
largest natural orifice on the conti- 
nent, with one exception. However, 
the cne out at Lincoln moves about 
considerably, tilling Chautauqua 
dates, whereas Kentucky's cavern is 
practically stationary, and has been 
doing business at the same stand 
ever since the original cave-in oc- 
curred. Every year thousands of 
Kasterners who have never found 
time to look at Niagara Falls go to 
Kentucky to see the Mammoth Cave, 
passing on their way many Ken- 
tuckians who haven's inspected the 
cave yet, but feel their educatiou 
cau never be complete until they 
have gaxed upon the beauties of 
Niagara. This is a double tribute to 
the compelling eloquence of rail- 
road passeuger agents.

Of him to see It, according to his subse- 
quent environment. 

Topographically, politically and 
socially, Kentucky Is very much like 
Tennessee, Its nearest and dearest 
sister. A Tennesseean Is merely a 
Kentucklan who was born away 
from home, and vice versa. It takes 
an expert to distinguish the differ- 
ence between them; but the Ten- 
nesseean has two ancestors who 
hallel from North Carolina for ev- 
ery one who hailed from Virginia, 
whereas the Kentucklan has two 
from Virginia for every one from 
North Carolina. The Kentucklan 
maintains that Morgan was too 
greatest cavalryman that ever lived; 
the Tennesseean claims that honor 
for Forrest. At one time the con- 
troversy reached a point where »he 
disputants were getting ready to 
take pot shots at one another across 
the boundary, but harmony was re- 
stored through the efforts of a sage 
who recalled in the nick of time that 
a great many Tennesseeans rode 
with Morgan and a great many Ken- 
tuckians with Forrest. 

It has been alleged, and not with- 
I out some color of plausibility that 
I Kentuckians are belligerent by na- 
I ture. We do not deny it. The crest 
of our State shows two gentlemen 
in swallow-fork coats, holding each 
other firmly by the tight hand. The 
intent of the picture is plain. So 
long as they both hold hands, neith- 
er can reach for his hardware. The 
motto which goes with this device is. 
"Cnlted We Stand. Divided We Fall 
To." By an oversight, the designers 
left of! the word "To" from the end 
of the phrase. It has been deemed 
advisable to add it here. 

When the Civil War came along, 
Kentucky, following her own hal- 
lowed example, split squarely in 
twain. Kentucky gave more re- 
cruits to the I'nion than Ohio, and 
more to the Confederacy than Flori- 
da. 

We point with pride to these fig- 
ures. Nor do we have to prove 
• hem. We gainsay them. 

After Lee had surrendered, after 
Richmond had fallen, after nlne- 
tenths of the soldiers of the Confed- 
eracy had furlel their rent battle 
flagr and laid down their arms, Ken- 
tucky still declined to knock off and 
call It a day. 

At length, having been convinced 
by ('.Isinterested bystanders that the 
war was really over, the Kentucky- 
Confederates and the Kentucky Un- 
ionists embraced across the Bloody 
Chasm, and then resumed pleasant 
and congenial hostilities in the po- 
litical arena right where they had 
left off four years before. In order 
to be sure there would always be 
enough foemen to furnish entertain- 
ment, a considerable number of the 
Confederates became Radical Repub- 
licans and an equal proportion of the 
I'nion men joined the shattered 
Democratic party. Again the situa- 
tion became typical, traditional and 
proper.

F. Fluhrer, a real estate broker of 
Denver, Col., last night went to the 
home of his mother-in-law near 
Cannelton, accompanied by a physi- 
cian, a trained nurse and two 
stretcher bearers, and kidnaped his 
invalid wife, Anna Fhjhrer, whese 
family Is alleged to have refused to 
allow the husband to remove her. 
Crossing the Ofcio river In a launch 
to Hawesville, Fluhrer brought his 
wife to Louisville an* is stopping nt 
the Victoria Hotel, Tenth street and 
Broadway, until Mrs. Fluhrer's con- 
dition is sufficiently Improved to al- 
low her removal to Denver. 

Mrs. Fluhrer is paralysed and al- 
most speechless. She had been at 
the home oT her mother, Mrs. Phlllj. 
Dick, for the laBt two years an* 
Fluhrer declared that his wife lack- 
ed conveniences for her comfort *it 
the country home and desired ber 
Temoval to a "hoBpital. Dr. M. P. 
Wedding, of Canneltoii, and Mlsi L. 
McGill, a trained nurse who had ac- 
companied FInhrer here from Den- 
ver, supervised the kidnaping. 

Waiting until MIbb Freda Dick, 
Mrs. Prohrer*-s sisttfr, who was in- 
.stronrental ht refusing to allow the 
Invalids removal, had gonv out 
driving In the evening, Wluhrer, the 
physician, nurse and the two strong 
men who carried the sick woman, 
approached the Drck home. The in- 
valid was overjoyed to see her hus- 
band after years' separation. Mrs. 
Dick objected strenuously to the re- 
moval of Tver daughter. 

Unable to prevent the kfduaplng 
by force, Mrs. Dick rang the farm 
dinner bVIls, according to Pluhrer, 
endeavoring to summon aid from 
the nerghbors. Hut the husband 
and his aides w-OTked swiftly and 
carried away the sick woman before 
anyone could arrive to present it. 
Once on the "Kentucky side, they 
were safe from regal Interference. 
L "It wa» a caBe of 'too much rela- 
" fives,'" said Fluhrer to-day. "The 
family had prevailed upon my wife 
to file a salt tor divorce alia $50.- 
000 alimony, Which is pending in 
A Colorado, hut Which will be dismiss- 
ed upon our return." 

Fluhrer went to Cannelton sev- 
eral dayB ago and endeavored to 
take his wife away. Being met with 
refusal by her sister and mother, he 
filed a habeas corpus petition. This, 
however, was continued in the Perry 
Circuit Court. The Fluhrers have 
been married twenty years ana 'Mrs. 
Fluhrer has been an invalid for live 
years. Pluhrer say* he endeavored 
to effect a care by taking his wife 
to various satiltarrums and two 
years ago she decided she would 
visit her mother. 

The divorce suit was filed while 
Mrs. Fluhrer was there, but Fhih- 
rer says he continued to send his 
wife money. However, convinced 
that his wife was not securing the 
proper care and treatment and that 
«hc lacked many of the modern con- 
veniences for an Invalid's comfort, 
he endeavored last Friday to l-e- 
move her.

It was the last grip- 
ping chapter in the s:»d life story of 
Carolyn Kister. It was pathetic. In- 
tense, heartrtndirrg. 

For hours before the grim reaper 
stole silently into the little hospital 
room, through the windows of which 
the spring sun was shining cheerily 
and brightly and wherein the white- 
faced girl was lying so still on her 
white eounterpaned bed. it was ap- 
parent to all that the end was near. 
Carolyn Kteter had sunk into a state 
of coma. Her eyes were closed, her 
hands stfTI and there was Just a per.- 
ceptible movement of the heart. Af- 
ter nine days poison had done its 
work and death was near. 

Half an hour before the girl died 
the door opened and a little tigure 
of a nmn, his form bent from much 
hard labor, his hands gnarled and 
knotted, his "Sunday suit" hanging 
loosely, siid into the room and took 
a seat by the bed. 

The man was Jacob Franklin Kis- 
ter, 'Carolyn Kistei s father, who 
had conie from trh» farm near Ar- 
lington, Ohio, where his girl had 
been u laughing, gay and happy 
child, to be present at the end. 

T he dying girl barely recognized 
her father. She lifted her eyes and 
5ust the shadow o; a smile showed 
on the drawn Hps. 

Jacob Franklin Kister spoke no 
-word. He sat and stared dumbly 
Into the face of the daughter he lov- 
ed. His frame shook at times as he 
tried to choke back the sobs that 
arose in his throat. 

Before him rn a vase was a great 
bunch of white tulips and roses of 
white shedding tneir sweet fra- 
grance through the room. The flow- 
ers had come to the hospital during 
the morning. Tlwy had been sent 
anonymously. But there was the 
rdllowing on a card attached to the 
white blooms: 

See how the loving God brings

That was all. Bat Carolyn Kis- 
ter never heard of tlie message of 
Ibope and cheer.

When the eyes of the little nurse 
'had been closed in their last long 
sleep! the pent-up emotions of the 
father broke their hoi*. The ten- 
sion of days of waiting and appre- 
hension had been shattered. He 
wept unrestrainedly find as if his 
h«art would break. His grief was 
pitiful to witness.
